LOCARNO AND RUSSIA. 
M O SCO V* S reaction to the Locarno security pacts was 
*** 
to describe them as a European bloc against Russia. 
They are a bloc, but not in the sense Russia sees them. The 
nations of Europe will not send their armies against Soviet 
Russia nor conduct economic warfare against the Russians. 
The Locarno bloc is moral. 
It has deprived Moscow of 
what hopes it had of alliance with Germany against the 
other European powers- 
Germany won’t fight with the 
Russian government and alone, Moscow has consistently 
•bown an unwillingness to challenge Europe. 


Through Locarno also Soviet Russia is put to a test 
before the world. 
In giving Europe greater economic sta­ 
bility it affords a more accurate measure for economic con­ 
ditions in Russia. 
Then also it permits a clearer compari­ 
son between the new democracy of Europe and the minority 
dictatorship in Moscow as measured in what each has ac­ 
complished for the well-being of their respective people. 
If Russia is to appear at all favorable in this competi­ 
tion with the rest of Europe it will be because the Moscow 
government is no longer communistic. 
In its eighth year 
the soviet government is still strongly entrenched, but one 
reason for that is that it has departed from “ war com­ 
munism.” 
Lenin sanctioned the restoration 
of 
internal 
private trade. 
Money has been restored. 
Taxes arc again 
being levied, although collected with difficulty. 


* SEEKING AFTER FA C T S. 
I 
T IS a common trait to resent a fact when it conflicts with 
a preconceived notion. 
W e cherish old ideas as we 
keep old clothes that ought to be thrown away, and we do 
not thank the one who takes them from us. 
Yet in time 
we come to cherish what we once resisted and make believe 
that it was our own from the beginning- 
In politics or religion it is common to find belief a 
’ matter of inheritance rather than conviction. 
W e receive 
our affiliation with a church or a party as a family legacy. 
If we find among our juniors a tendency to go off at a 
tangent and do their own thinking, that 
challenges 
the 
foundations received and conserved, we are likely to de­ 
nounce it as a symptom of a restless and a dangerous age. 
But it is healthy to ask questions and it is a necessary 
preliminary' to real progress. The arch-foe to the social or­ 
der is the person or the institution that is unquestionable. 
In every intellectual matter the absolute dictatorship is im­ 
possible if the truth is to be ascertained. 
That facts may take effect the mind must be prepared, 
as land is plowed and harrowed for the sowing of the seed. 
The capacity of the mind to repel truth often seems to 
exceed its capacity for receiving instruction, as many an 
exasperated teacher of ‘'stupid” children is aware. 
But a 
thing is not true merely because some one says it. 
The 
teacher may be wrong. 
And the most inspiring teacher, 
most willingly followed, is not one who insists that all he 
says is the word of final authority. 
He leads his pupils 
in quest of truth, whatever turn the way may take, what­ 
ever the journey’s end. 
In the modern world we need more science, less senti­ 
mental rhapsodizing that deals in large, poetic generalities 
instead of accurate and definite information- 
It will not do 
to assume that the reader or hearer represents a low average 
of intelligence; he may know uncomfortably more of the 
subject in hand than the one who essays to inform him. 


A N E W D O L L A R . 
W 
H E T H E R or not the public likes it, government effi­ 


c i e n c y experts are determined to give it a new form 
of money. 
In this matter the government isn’t taking a 
purely arbitrary stand but is acting in the interest of eco­ 
nomy. 
There can not be too much money in any family, if it 
is good money, and the great American family is demand­ 
ing more and more. The present circulation of $4,827,005,- 
3-4 has been exceeded only once—on November I, 1920, 
when it was $5,628,427,732. 
Not only is the public using 
more money but it is wearing it out faster. 
One-dcllar bills and “five-spots’’ are in greatest de­ 
mand. 
The last six months have seen the circulation of 
dollar note* increase 340,000,000. 
Bills of these denomi­ 
nations are a’so the silentest lived and are responsible for 
the present attempt* at currency 
reform. 
Go\ernnient 
experts have found that because the life of greenbacks and 
five-spots is but a leu months, 
the government is losing 
money on them. 
Several years ago the treasury department 
tried 
to 
save money bv reducing the size of paper currency. There 
was a general protest, especially from banks and business 
houses, and the 
plan 
was 
abandoned. 
Within 
recent 
months there was an attempt to make the $2 bill popular 
as an economy measure 
It proved to be a fiasco, prob­ 
ably because of the unreasonable and inexplicable super­ 
stition which attaches to the “deuce spot. 
The efficiency experts in the treasury department are 
persistent folks. 
Undaunted by pu*t failures, they now 
offer another economy scheme. 
A small and light weight 
metal dollar has been e\oIved to take the place of the green­ 


back. 
It is of silver and gold, a center of the yellow metal 
with silver rim, of a *ize slightly larger than a quarter. 
Qualities whirl recommend it to the public are it* con­ 
venient size and weight. 
Ail attribute which may limit 
its circulation is a* * milarity in size and w eight to other 
coins. 
It will fir pointed out t*hat the two-dollar bill owed 
its ostracism to the fact that people feared 
they 
would 
tender them in mistake f o r dollar note*.
